An Emporor’s Coronation. 

Two hundred thovsand dollars is what 
the Russian empress, Alexandra Feodorov- 
ma, has. paid for her coronation robe, which 
is to be worn only for a few hours and 
then put away in a glass case to descend 
like other such robes as heirlooms to fu- 
ture empresses. 

The skirt is covered with a decoration 
of pearls and tiny diamonds, secured by 
a fretwork of golden wires so arranged 
as to form a conventional design. This 
decoration is an achievement of the most 
Modern scientific work, and, while its 
completion has consumed months of patient 
toll by the most skillful jewelers in Paris, 
the effect of the whole is that of elegant 
simplicity. 

The bodice is low cut, with angel sleeves 

falling from shoulder to hem. Both bodice 
and sleeves are literally covered with the 
jeweled trimming that adorns the skirt. 
The decoration of the sleeves and bodice, 
however, differs in design. 
The ermine-lined mantie of burnished 
silver brocade is attached to the shoulders 
and sweeps away the length of several 
yards in long, graceful lines. 

At his cororation the ezar will be com- 
pletely outdone by his wife in gorgeous- 
ness of attire. Custom demands that the 
“Holy Czar,’’ as he is known in the ritual 
of the orthodox church, shall be crowned 
in his army uniform, which, of course, does 
mot compare to a diamond and pearl 
bestrewn garment. His crown, however, 
ought to go a long way towards balancing 
matters, for it contains some world-famous 
gems. It was made. for Catherine II. in 
Geneva, and in shape resembles a mitre. 


‘ At the summit is a cross of five perfect 


diamonds, and the pear-shaped ruby reck- 


oned the finest in the world. The other 
jewels composing the crown are white 
diamonds, of the purest water, and pearls 
‘All these jewels are set in silver. 

The Russian scepter is the finest in the 
world. It was made for the coronation of 
the Emperor Paul in 1797. It is surmounted 
by the famous Orloff diamond, named from 
that Russian count whose finishing twist 
to the throat of Peter III. made Catherine 
II. empress of Russia.

SUES FOR DAMAGES| 


Thomason and His Son Want $33,000 
for Their Injuries. 


WERE RUN OVER BY A HORSE 


Three Suits Have Been Filed as a Re- 
sult of a Runaway Accident 
Last Fail. 


Three damage suits, aggregating $23,000, 
were filed in the office of the clerk of the 
superior court yesterday afternoon. 

The suits were brought by Messrs. Arnold 
& Arnold, representing Roland G. Thoma- 
son and his young son, Lee Andy Thoma- 
son. The petitions were filed against Shu- 


maker & Seltzer. 

Mr. Thomason sues for $1,500, in which 
amount he claims he was damaged by be- 
ing run over by a wagon, which was the 
property of the laundrymen; suit for $15,- 
000 is brought by Lee Andy Thomason, 4 
son of the elder Thomason, and the dam- 
ages are based on the same facts; the third 
suit is brought by the father in the amount 
of $3,000, which is brought for the purpose 
of securing the value of the services of his 
son, which were destroyed by the accident. 

The petitions show that Mr. Thomason 
and his son were at the intersection of 
Broad and Marietta streets on the night 
of November 13th last, and that the father 
was in the act of putting his son on a street 
car which was standing at the corner. AS 
the two walked out from the sidewalk and 
were about to board the car, a runaway 
horse came dashing dowr the street. There 
was no one in the wagon and the horse 
plunged forward without restraint. 

As the wagon approached them, Mr. 
Thomason claims he attempted to get on 
the car with his son, but he was too late, 
and the horse was upon both the father 
and son before they could get out of the 
way. 

The running horse struck Mr. Thomason 
and his son a fearful blow and both were 
knocked to the ground and trampled upon. 
The hoofs of the horse cut their way into 
the skull of the old man, and he was dan- 
gerously wounded. He was dragged by 
the wagon for a short distance and then 
the wheels ran over his body, breaking sev- 
eral bones, it is said. Mr. Thomason was 
picked up unconscious and by many he was 
thought to have been killed. 

Lee Andy, his son, was also struck and 
knocked down. The petition claims that 
his arm suffered a compound fracture and 
that he will never fully recover. Old man 
Thomason has been confined to his bed 
for several weeks and it is the opinion of 
his physician that he will never be able 
to perform manual labor as he did before 
the accident occurred. 

It is charged in the petition that Shu- 
maker & Seltzer are responsible for the 
accident, as the horse was allowed to stand 
in front of the laundry, on Marietta street, 
untied with no one in the wagon to hold 
the norse. It is claimed that the owners 
of the team were negligent in allowing the 
horse, which was very tiery and spirited, to 
remain in the street unhitched to a post. 

‘the horse was frightened by the passing 
of a large drove of mules and horses, which 
were being transferred from the stables 
further down the street. As the drove of 
muies passed the laundry horse was fright- 
ened and before any one could stop the 
horse it dashed up Marietta street~ and 
struck Thomason and his son, with almost 
fatal results.

Judge Lumpkin signed an oraer au- 
thorizing lresidenc Holliday to deliver the 
books and papers of record, or show cause 
why ne should not be fined for contempt of 
court. 

The East Atlanta Land Company yester- 
day filed a bill of intervention in the case 
of the + Baptist Book Concern’ versus 
King’s Royal Germetuer Company. The 
land company showed that the Germetuer 
Company was indebted to it in the sum of 
$375 for unpaid rent. The land company 
_ made a party in the suit, as prayed 


or. 
Zipporah Stewart, the insane negro wo- 
man, Was transferred to the state asylum 
yesterday morning, where she will be cared 
for in that institution. At her trial before 
Ordinary ‘Calhoun she was very violent 
and special arrangements were made for 
her at the asylum as sdon as it was possible 
for her to be carried down. 

The case of Miss Annie Shackelford 
against the Atlanta Consolidated Street 
Railway Company wads taken up yesterday 
morning and occupitd the day in the first 
division of the city court. Miss Shackel- 
ford is suing for damages on account of an 
accident, which she says was caused by 
the negligence of the street car company’s 
employés. The case will probably be con- 
cluded today. 


TOKEN FOR THE ASSISTANT CHIEF 


Assistant Chief Cummings Presented 
with a Coat by His Men. 
Monday afternoon Mr. W. B. Cum- 
mings, .the newly appointed assistant chief 
of the fire department, was presented with 
a White rubber coat. and a new front 
plate for his fire hat by the men of No. 1 
chemical and hose companies. The pre- 
sentation was made by ‘‘Cap’”’ Joyner, Jr. 
It is customary for all chiefs and as- 
Sistant chiefs to wear white coats. It 
was necessary for Mr. Cummings to get 
him a coat, and since he is a creat favorite 
with the men, they decided to make him a 
present of the coat and plate for his fire 

hat. 

The coat is a magnificent one and is 
probably the finest outside of New York 
city, from which place it was ordefed. 

The plate to the firehat bears’ the 
inscription: “Assistant Chief A, I’. 
D.”” It also came from New York. 

The present was in the shape of a sur- 
prise, Mr. Cummings knowing nothing of 


the intentions of his comrades.

In his speech young ‘‘Cap” said that it 
fave him great pleasure to have the 
honor of presenting the coat and front 
plate to one of the handsomest and bravest 
fire-fighters in this country. He closed by 
saying: ‘‘I hope, sir, that this coat w_ll keep 
you from even getting a ducking.” He 
was loudly applauded by his audience and 
graciously thanked by that modest fire 
lad, Assistant Chief W. B. Cummings. 

“Cap’s’’ speech did him credit and if 
such a thing is possible the firemen are 
proucer of him today than they ever were 
before. 

Mr. Cummings made his first appearance 
in his new coat at the fires Monday 
afternoon, and a striking appearance it 
was, too. The long white coat, reaching 
to his heels, showed him off to advantage 
and as he stood by Chief Joyner one could 
not help but think that the fire fiend will 
stand but little chance when fought by 
two such clear-headed and brave men as 
these two.
